She 
said : 

"The Democratic party offers to 
woman the principles which her intel- 
ligence and her conscience can uphold. 
In the choice of party theie are four 
things to be consideicd: lirst, its prin- 
ciples; second, its i)uri)oses; third, its 
achievement; fourth, its leaders. 

The Democratic jiai ty was the first 
to propose a Departiii' nt of Labor, in- 
come tax, election of L'. .S. senators by 
popular vote, abolition of polyK^VVf 
and improvement of health conditions 
through a health huioau. A paity 
may not be known by its Icatlers but it 
can be judged to some extent by the 
men and women that it attracts. The 
difference between the Republican par- 
ty and the Democratic party is that 
one stands for vacillation and timidity 
in government, the other for strength 
and purpose. One stands for obstruc- 
tion, the other for construction; one 
promises, the other performs. One 
finds fault, the other finds work. 

"The Democratic women of Ken- 
tucky will see to it that only the best 
men, the repre'sentative men, those 
true to type arc put up for oflic^ an<l 
will see to.it that the issues arc such 
as are worthy of our ardent support." 

Mrs. .Stewart vigorously arraigned 
the Morrow administiation and declar- 
er! that "no proposition can be present- 
ed to the present govei-nor with any 
•legree of .success without getting the 
consent of Ohio, and Indiana and then 
to get them you have to go through 
Illinois." She referred to Maurice Gal- 
vin, of Cincinnati, Col. Hert, former- 
ly of Indiana, anrl Gov. Morrow's pi i- 
vate secretary who was a newspaper 
man of niinois before he was brought 
over into Kentucky by the -republican 
leaders. 

Chairman Cummings' address was a 

ma-stei^piece of democratic av.i;^ument, 
and held his hearers spell-bound till 
he finished. He charged the repub- 
lican majority in congress with wast- 
ing two million dollars for "smelling 
committees," appointed to ascertain 
whether there was any graft in the 
conduct of the war, but instead of find- 
ing anything of this, their investiga- 
tions showed that this was th^ clean- 
est war probably ever conducted in 
history. 

"The finger of scorn does not point 
to one single Democratic official,'' he 
asserted. "The Republicana have been 
in control of congress for 8 months. 
They went in under false pretenses. 
They, outlined a program of recon- 
struction which looked well in the 
newspapers. They have not only 
postponed world peace, interfered 
with American commerce, brought the 
rate of exchange timibling down to a 
point hitherto unknown bat aside from 
railroad legislation off doubtful value, 
they have not passed one single con- 
structive act. Had a Democratic con- 
gress been elected, the treaty of peace 
would long ago have been ratified and 
"American enterprise and industry 
would be thriving." 

"Of course it was an expensive war" 



he said at another point, referring to 
its co.st. "All war is e.Kpensive. We 
poured out our wealth in abundant 
measure, but I for one, w-oul<l have 
rather spent a billion dollars for shells 
that weic n' vcr exploded than to have 
had cnc .Anieiican boy on the firing 
line minus an essential cartridge. 1 
may not understand the spirit of 
Amei-ica but I <lo not think that Amer- 
ica cares to measure money against 
the blood of American soldiers and 
when we talk about the expense of 
this war, permit mc to remind ou what 
we bought with it — we bought with it 
the fi eedom and .safety of the ciyiliza- 
ti<m of the world." 

Mr. Cummings spoke to a gathering 
of about 50 of the dr-mocratic erlitors 
of Kentucky at a luncheon at 1 o'clock 
Thursday upon whom he made a 
splendid and lasting impression. lie 
told them that the democratic outlook 
is today 50 per cent brighter than 
three months ago, and that all that 
is necessary is to acquaint the people 
with the true conditions at Washing- 
ton.

Man Who Drove Car Carrying 
Moonsh're, Denies Knowledge 
of Its Presence 

On account of the mysterious ab- 
sence of Tom Hill, a material witness 
for the pro.secution, the cases against 
Ambrose Young, E.still Wallace and 
Jame-s, alias "Shorty" Mines, of Irvine, 
were continued Wednesday by U. S. 
Commissioner Warfield Bor.iett until 
March ;iOth. Officers for the prosecu- 
tion openly say that tKey suspect Hill 
is being hi( d^'n by the nccused men, 
who are charged with having trans- 
ported moonshine whisky into Irvine, 
as w:is told in tlir-so columns a few 
days ago. Hill was the only one caught 
at the time, as he remained in the au- 
tomobile, with tli'^ whisky when of- 
ficers ai)i»ioached it, while Wallace, 
Young and Hines fled, but were after- 
wards arrestrd hy Marshal Philpot. 

Young Wallace who was driving the 
car, which the others claim to have 
hired to bring in tlio moonshine whis- 
ky that they ha<l bought out in the 
hills, .says that he did not know that 
the men were transporting whisky, 
and therefore, it is contended that he 
cannot be held on the chajrge of vio- 
lating the proliihilion law^s by trans- 
porting whisky. Commissioner Ben- 
natt did not pass upon the point, but it 
is .«aid that he considers this a rather 
delicate point in the prohibition laws, 
anrl one that the courts will have to 
pus.^ upon, inasmuch as a man's ignor- 
ance of the law, does not excuse him 
for committing any other violation of 
Iho statutes, ni:id<' and provided. 

The cases a>;ainst the three men will 
be called again by Commissioner Pao- 
nett, on March 30th.
